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Please see the attached sheet regarding applicants' response to the restriction requirement. 
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Applicants* election of Group I with traverse is acknowledged. However, applicants have 
failed to elect a specie, as required in the previous Office action (paper No. 6, mailed 
1 1/14/00). A specie is a fully defined molecule. The structural information provided 
should include the following information: 

(a) a specific carrier; 

(b) a specific fluorescent moiety; 

(c) the nature of the bonding between the fluorescent moiety and the carrier, and 
whether the fluorescent moiety is bonded directly to the carrier, or whether there is an 
intervening linker; 

(d) whether the conjugate comprises a plurality of carriers, or just one carrier. 

Applicants' election (paper No. 8 (filed 1/16/01) is non responsive to the restriction 
requirement. Failure to elect a specie will result in ABANDONMENT of the application. 
The time period for response that was set in the previous Office action (paper No. 6, mailed 
1 1/14/00) is reset pursuant to this Office action; however, failure to elect a specie will result 
in ABANDONMENT of the application.
